Hardwick Says Stich a Rule 
Would Injure South--Pom- 
erene Opposes Clarke for 
President Pro Tem. of the 
Senate.

The committee tonight agreed upon a 
cloture rule which would provide means 
for forcing a measure to a vote when- 
ever filibustering tactics became ap- 
parent. It would provide that when 
any senator arises and asserts the opin- 
ion that an attempt is. being made to 
‘obstruct a measure and claims the right 
of ‘the senate to proceed to a vote, the 
chair shall submit to the senate with- 
out debate the question: “Is it the sense 
of the senate that an attempf is being 
made to obstruct, hinder or delay a 
vote?”

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Steamer Kankakee Captured 
Off River Platte—British 
Allege Vessel Is Owned by 
German Capital. : 


Montevideo, December 1.—The Amert-. 
can steamer Kankakee, belonging to the’ 
American Trans-Atlantic company, was 
captured by the British auxiliary cruis- 
er Macedonia, off the mouth of the 
River Plate. The captain and two mem- 
bers of the crew were held by the Brit- 
ish as witnesses in any proceedings that 


members of the crew volunteered for 
further service and remained on board, 
while sixteen have been landed here in 
care of the American consul. 

The reason for the capture of the 
Kankakee was the assertion that she is 
owned by German capital. This was 
the same reason given for the recent 
capture of the Argentine coasting pas- 
senger steamer Presidente Mitre, taken 
on the high seas off Cape San Antonio. 

The presence of British cruisers is 
interfering with the passenger service 
between Montevideo and Buenos Aires.

May Impose. 


London, December 1.—The belief that 
British shoulders were strong enough 
to bear whatever burden the war was 
imposing upon the country and that 
all classes would gladly incur any sac- 
rifice was expressed by Premier As- 
quith today. 

The premier’s expression of conftf- 
dence was voiced before a representa- 
tive labor conference which assembled 
to consider the best means of husband- 
ing the national resources and encour- 
aging strict economy. ; 

“Any excess of: either profits or 
wages that does not find its way back 
to the state in loans or taxes, or is 
not employed in necessary industries 
or public services,” said the premier, 
“is sO much loss to the national rev 
enue and the national resources and, 
therefore, so much injury to the na- 
tional cause.” 

Therefore, he said, the government 
asked the trade union leaders to use 
their influence to prevent anything in 
the nature of a general demand for an 
advance in wages. . 


Wase Increase for Millions. 


remier explained that, although 
some tew industries were injured i 
the war, according to the best esti- 
mates available 4,500,000 working peo- 
ple had enjoyed a substantial increase 
in wages since the war’s be cone 

‘On the other hand,” continued Pre- 
mier Asquith,” we have witnessed a 
substantial increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. Food has risen 40 per cent, rent 
2 per cent, fuel and light 25 per cent, 
and clothing per cent; but, when 
allowance is made for the increased cost 
of living, I venture to say the wage- 
earners are better off now than when 
the war began. 

“What we have come here to ask you, 
who represent the wage-earning classes 
of your -eaemapee’ f is to help us in as- 
suring that all classes, and not the 
least,.the working classes, which have 
contributed so nobly with their flesh 
and blood toward the conduct of the 
war, will in the same spirit of patrio 
ism and self-sacrifice be prepared to 
deal with the question of wages and 
contribute their share. 

t premier reiterated the impor- 
tance of impressing the workers with 
the necessity of abstaining from press- 
ing demands which, under other con- 
ditions might not be regarded as un- 
reasonable, and in this way contribut- 
ing thei: share toward the “task in 
which wé have a common interest and 
upon the successful prosecution of 
which the economic fortunes and the 
honor and the national life of this 
country depend.” 


Further Demands Opposed. 


Reginald McKen chancellor of the 
exchequer, alluding to the question of 
increased wages, said this increase was 
largely attributable to working over 
time and to the large increase fs per- 
sonal effort.

a general increase of taxation. ' 

“Our soldiers and our sailors,” Mr.

Every one must 
ask himself whether he is justified in 
forcing up the prices of such articles.

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SEVENIH SEASON: OF OPERA. 


Atlanta’s 1916 grand opera season is 


assured. Formal authorization -of it was 
given by the directors of the Atlanta Music 
Festival Association at their meeting yes: 
terday. That was all that was needed. That 
Atlanta wants it, and is ready for it, there 
has never been any question. 

‘Next year, 1916, will bring Atlanta’s sev- 
enth season of grand opera. The action of 
the directors in authorizing it was, natu- 
rally, to have been expected. The idea of 
foregoing it has not even been entertained 
for a moment. 

Ohe year ago, it is true, the proposal was 
rather a daring one. At that time the bot- 
tom had dropped out of business. Cotton 
Stock and cotton 
exchanges were closed. Trade had fallen 
to its lowest level and overseas commerce 
was at a standstill. 

Notwithstanding these conditions At- 
lantans insisted on grand opera; we could 
not afford to skip a season, regardless of 
conditions, and we didn’t. Probably there 
Was not a man who went on the guarantee 
fund for 1915. grand opera but expected to 
pay at least a part of the expense of it.

expensive years grand opera in Atlanta has 
ever known, the venture paid out and even 
left a small surplus. In many respects that 
was the best investment Atlanta ever made. 
The success of it set Atlanta up a peg in 
national, if not international, estimation, at 
a time when both Boston and Chicago failed 
to support a similar project. It was an ad- 
vertisement which would fully have repaid 
Atlanta, even if she had lost. But she got 
-the advertisement and came out on top, 
besides.

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Notwithstanding statements made rela- 
tive to this wide difference between in- 


come and expenses, Governor Harris de- | 


clares that, as a matter of fact, there will 
be no great or material difference between 
the two. It is fortunate that it is so, and 
that the state will be able to pay without 


delay the sums allotted to Georgia depart- 


ments and Georgia institutions. Georgia 
can ill afford to haggle over the price she 
must pay for the education and upbuilding 
of the growing youth of the state, in whom 
rests its uMimate dependence. To starve 
these institutions is equivalent to hanging a 
millstone around the neck of state develop- 
ment and progress. : 

‘Least of all could the legislature which 


"has just adjourned after enacting a great 


reform afford to have made Georgia institu- 
tions pay the penalty of its progressive 
step. 

If it should so happen at any time that 
the money required to meet the necessary 
expenses of these institutions is neither 
in hand nor in sight, then Georgia must 
find a way to get it. The future welfare 
and progress of the state are vitally de- 
pendent upon the work these institutions 
are doing today, and regardless of the cost 
of it, it is Georgia’s duty to maintain them. 


TRAFFIC RELIEF. 


The special traffic relief committee ap- 
pointed by council to devise methods for 
the betterment of traffic conditions through- 
out the city. and, particularly, in the con- 
gested business centers, has given the city 
legislative body a well-written and a well- 
planned ordinance which will furnish ma- 
terial for its serious consideration. 

The general: plan as outlined in the com- 
mittee’s proposed ordinance is unquestion- 
ably good. There may or may not be de- 
tails which will admit of improvement. 

Atlanta’s center city traffic has grown in 
geometric ratio the last few years. It is 
not long since the first traffic policeman at 
Five Points was a curiosity. Today there 
are many of them over the city. 

But traffic policemen are not a solution 
of the traffic problem. They are essential 
factors in the prevention of accidents, be- 
cause of congested traffic for which no 
other relief is provided. There is a limit to 
their efficiency. There have been recent 
and sometimes fatal accidents directly with- 
in their spheres of activity, although there 
was, of course, no smallest responsibility 
resting upon them. They cannot be sup- 
posed to control the activities of vehicles a 
half block or a block away. 

There are other evils tending to and 
causing congestion, which must be dealt 
with. The parking of cars on either side 


of Atlanta’s most used business streets has | 


become an actual menace to traffic through 
them. It is not only a source of danger to 
moving vehicles within the thickly parked 
sphere; but also to pedestrians seeking to 
cross the street from one store to another. 

The loss of time due to congested traffic, 
taken in the aggregate, would prove appall- 
ing. It is at the direct expense of city effi- 
ciency; one man might lose only five min- 
utes, but at the same rate a thousand 
would lose a total of ten working days. 

Perhaps one of the worst traffic dangers 
of today is what is known as “jay walking.” 
People cross the streets any and everywhere, 
without regard to traffic, darting in front 
of fast-moving motor ‘vehicles, dodging 
horses and street cars; and even braving 
ambulances and fire apparatus with no sat- 
isfaction except the consciousness that 
“they did it,” and then having plenty of 
time to turn and contemplate the danger 
they have escaped. Sometimes they fall 
‘victims instead of escaping it, and there’s 
the serious trouble. 

The proposed ordinance very properly 
takes care of the problem of the “jay walk- 
er.” He must cross at regular street cross- 
ings. Occasionally it may delay him two 
or three seconds, but will assure his safety 
and at the same time contribute somewhat 


to the comfort of the vehicle driver who,.} 


despite the insinuation of the cartoonists, 
is not continually looking for someone to 
run over. 

The proposed ordinance promises a gen- 
uine and appreciated service to Atlanta. 
Let’s have it, as nearly perfect as we can 
get it, but let’s have something quickly. And 
once we have it, let’s by all means enforce 
it and keep on enforcing it. Only in ener- 
getic and persistent enforcement can we 
lope to find traffic safety.

The reso- 
lution offers the heartiest co-opera- 
tion of the board in the establishment 
and promotion of the school provided 
the city authorities co-ordinate with 
the commissSion’s views and efforts. 

Chairman Turman’s letter to Gen- 
eral Chairman Ashley declined to ac- 
cept the committee membership be- 
cause, the writer stated, he had un- 
derstood that Piedmont Park was only 
being considered with other proposed 
sites, and that he did not know the 
project had reached such definite pro- 
portions. : 

His reasons for protesting to the site 
was, first, that all the ground in that 
locality will be-needed and should be 
used only for park purposes; second, 
that while it may be nearer the center, 
geographically, north and south, it is 
nowhere near the center of the school 
population of either the city or county. 


Favor‘ Park Site.

Mr. Bryan’s communication follows: 

“Editor Constitution: As a taxpayer 
as a resident of the

oard of education, and a parent who 
will-fMave children in the public schools as 
soon as they are old enough to go to school, 
I wish to register my approval of the plan 
for a central high .school on the Tenth 
street side of Piedmont Park. 

‘T am sure that the parents of Atlanta 
who now have or expect to 
have children in the public schools—are 
earnestly in favor of the plan proposed by 
the board of education. 

“The park board and city council can rest 
assured that the voters of Atlanta want 
this high school and approve of the plan 
to put the school on thegedge of Piedmont 
Park. 

‘Is anything we hay} too good for our 
children? Do we not pay taxes to maintain 
schools and parks for the benefit of our 
children as well as ourselves? 

“Is it a ‘raid’ on public property to seek 
to have it used for the education and 
cultivation of the minds and bodies of the 
children of today—who will be the citizens 
of tomorrow? 

“Would it injure Piedmont Park to have 
it filled: daily with boys and girls—the 
gons and daughters of those who own and 
maintain the park? 

“Atlanta is behind other cities of her 
size and importance in respect to build- 
ings and equipment for public education 
and in respect to the amount of money 
spent. for public education. Can we not 
remove this disgraceful condition and put 
Atlanta ahead of all other cities in respect 
to public education? 

“T deny that any public property can be 
put to a higher or better use than for the 
education and training—mental and moral 
and physical—of the young, and I deny that 
Piedmont Park will be injured because the 
children of the owners of the park use it 
for play and recreation. 

“I sincerely hope that the members of 
the city council and the park board will 
not bé deterred from promptly approving 
this plan of the board of education. It 
means a high school such as Atlanta and 
our children need and, must have.

Mr. Scott's letter is as follows: 

“Editor Constitution: I was greatly 
impressed: with your editorial in _  to- 
day’s issue @ntitled “The High School 
Problem,” and I agree with you that 
the protest raised in some quarters to the 
location of the school on the Tenth street 
frontage of Piedmont Park is unfortunate in 
the extreme.
